LoxpoN, February 22.—[Special.|—The be-

tions will result in the government gaining a 
sufficient wajority to pass the army bill, but 
pot a goncral working majority. This would 
be only a half victory for Bismarck, but proba- 
ply it would remove the immediate danger of 
war, whcreas if there is st il] a majority against 
ghe government in the new reichstag, war is 
probable. if not abselutely certain. 

THE EXCITEMENT IN PARIS. 

Anxiety here is very great. A great deal 
more anxiety is now displayed in Paris than 
in Berlin. concerning the result of the German 
electious today, as likely to decide the question 
of peace or war. The progressists are expected 
to lore fourteen seats, the national liberals win- 
ping twenty. The center is broken into two 
sections. about equal, numerically, composed 
respectively of septennates and triennists. ‘The 
pet result is expected in Paris to be a govera- 
ment majority of at least fifty. In other words, 
the new reichstag will be a submissive govern- 
ment-organ, and will vote anything which is 
flesired by Prince Bismarck.

A Close Vote, Bat a Triumph For the Gov- 
ernment, 

Berwin, February 21.—The elections in this 
city have resulted unfavorably for all the gov- 
ernment candidates. In four of the six divis- 
ions second ballots will be necessary, but in 
each of these divisions anti-septennate candi- 
dates have at present a majority. In the first 
division, Klotz, new German liberal, has 7,332, 
and Zedlitz Necikirch, septennist, 7,005.

Labor have issued amanifesto and forwarded 
contributions to the German socialists, a fact 
uffording fresh evidence that the charter of the 
social democracy is mot natioaal, if interna- 
gional. 

THE PEOPLE EXCITED, 

An analysis of the polling shows that today’s 
toutest was unexpectedly stubborn. As night 
udvanced the excitement in this city became 
intense. Thousands of people surrounded the 
mewspaper offices, awaitiag special editions 
wiving election returns. It is stated that 
Singer and|Hozenclever have each over 12 000 
majority in this city.

Socialist, 90,107, a gain of 22.000; septenn’'st, 
69.878; new German liberal, 65.554. The gov- 
ernment parties bave gained 13,000 votes, aad 
the new Germ:.n liberals have lost 5,000. The 
returns from the provinces show losses by the 
new German liberals. Herr Richter’s organ, 
Freisinnige Z-itung, consoles the party by de- 
Claring that ihe socialists profited by the radi- 
cal disasters. This, however, is not ex- 
actly the case. The combined con- 
servative and national liberal supporters 
of the septennate secured many 
seats, though there is no clear prospect of their 
having a working majority, as the centrists 
seem to have voted in undiminished numbers. 
Forckendceck, Bamberger, Hauffenberg and 
Von Moltke are re-elected. The feature of the 
elections is the unusual number of second bal- 
lots necessary, a fact which proves the close- 
ness of ihe contests. The result in Hamburg 
isa triumph forthe social democrats, two of 
whese candidates are returned by large ma- 


jorities, 


THE SOP TO THE CENTER. 

The new ecclesiastic bill provides that the 
bishops of Osnabruck and Limburg shall be 
authorized to establish seminaries for the sci- 
entific training of priests. The objections to 
the appointment of priests are to be admissible 
in cases where persons designated are consider- 
ed unsuitable from either private or political 
reasons. The bill contains no clause compel- 
ling the state to permanently fill clerical posts, 
nor ds the former law relating to the disciplin- 
ary punishment of the clergy included in the 
bill. The first clauses of the May laws are 
abolished. Only those orders are readmitted 
which devote themselves simply to religious or 
charitable duties.

ENGLAND AND EGYPT. 


Her Majesty’s Government Hold to the Right 
to Protect the Khedive’s Country. 

LONDON, February 21.—Sir James Ferguson, 
parliamentgsy secretary of the foreign office, 
stated in the house of commons, this evening, 
that the proposals laid before the porte by Sir 
Henry Drummond Wolff, British high com- 
missioner in Egypt, did not involve the with- 
drawal of English troops from Egypt, so long 
as there was any fear that the government of 
Egypt would be ureble to maintain order in 
that countiy. He added thst her majesty’s 
government never proposed anything tending 
to renounce the right of England to protect 
Egypt from internal or external disturbances. 
There was ne foundation either for the im- 
pression that the government looked upon the 
neutrality of Belgium as a precedent for a sim- 
ilar state of affairs desirable to establish in 
Egypt.

CARLISLE’'S CHANCES. 


HEIS ANXIOUS FOR THE TREASURY 
PORTFOLIO. 


Hie Ambition is to Get Up au Acceptable Tariff 
Scheme-The River and Harbor Bill-Tue 
Interstate Commission—News of Gen- 
¢ral Poli‘ical Importancs—Etc. 


WASHINGTON, February 21. — [Special.}— 
Speaker Carlisle spent three hours with the 
president last evening. It is known that their 
interview was in relation to the treasury port- 
folio, and it is aleo known that no offer of the 
secretaryship was made to the speaker. There 
is no doubt that Mr. Carlisle has been upper- 
most in the presidential mind for a week past 
as the man for this place. Some of Mr. Car- 
lisle’s friends haye doubted if he would accept 
the office if it were tendered to him. ButI 
have the best reasons for thinking that he 
would take it if invited to do so. 

THE SPEAKER'S FEARS. 

Speaker Carlisle realizes that it is impossi- 
ble todo anything with the tariff in the pres- 
ent house,and that the same discord in the 
party is liable to exist in the next house, 
where it would be even more damaging by rea- 
son of the narrow democratic control of that 
body. Hesaidtoa friend not long ago that 
he often wished he were on the floor instead 


of in the speaker's chair One of 
the reasons which impel him toward 
the treasury is the hope that he 


could in the office do something like Robert J. 
Walker did. It would be a great achievement 
for him, as secretary of the treasury, to formu- 
late so clear and just a revision of the tariff 
that congress would be compelled to accept it, 
and I believe this to be his dream and his am- 
bition. While Speaker Carlisle’s appointment 
is not at all certain, it is the strongest of all 
the probabilities. 
. THE PRESIDENT’S INTENTIONS, 

The president is very reticent about the 
matter;,and no one hasany definite informa- 
tion about his intentions or desires. Many 
people believe that he will realize the impossi- 
bility of his finding a New York ora western 
politician who will be entirely satisfactory to 
the whole democratic party, and will select 
Mr. Fairchild as the easiest way out of the dif- 
ficulty. While suchan appointment would 
carry comparatively little political weight, it 
would cause no dissatisfaction and would be 
recognized as a merited reward for ability and 
good service. Mr. Fairchild is in accord with 
the financial policy of the administration, and 
would follow in the path outlined by Secretary 
Manning. The nameof Mr. Smith Weed, of 
New York, continues to be prominently con- 
necied with the vacancy soon to be made in 
the cabinet, but al! predictions in the matter 
just now are based on conjecture, 

THE INTERSTATE COMMISSION, 

Applications for places on the interstate com- 
merce commission continue to pour in at an 
alarming rate. One of the president’s secreta- 
ries rushed out this afternoon to purchases a 
new blank book in which to insert the names 
of the patriots who are willing to serve their 
country in this capacity at $7,500 a year. 
said: “We already have over 1,000 applicants, 
and the number is constantly increasing. 
I do not know where it will 
We have candidates representing 
al) classes and conditions of life, from senators 
and representatives down to the walking dele- 
gates of Jabor organizations.” 

Not a single commissioner has yet been se- 
lected by the president. 

If the Georgia delegation could have been 
united on any one of the candidates from that 
state, I am confident that his. appointment 
could have been secured, but they are divided, 
and if any man from the _ cotton 
states is appointed, it will probably 
be Colonel W. L. Bragg, of Montgomery. He 
has the good fortune to comtral his entire state 
delegation in the senate and the house, and 
besides is backed by the dolegations from 
florida, Mississippi and Arkansas. Governor 
O’ Neal refused to re-appoint Colonel Bragg as a 
railroad commi:sioner in Alabama, because he 
was too extreme in his views of regulation,and 
there are in his own state many opponents of 
his appointment to the responsible position as 
a national commissioner. 

TO DISCUSS THE MATTER 
On the second of March the 
Southern Railway and Steamship 
association will hold a meeting in Washington 
to consider what course their Jines shall pur: 
sue in reference to the interstate commerce 
bill. When the members of congress differed 
so widely in their construction of this meas- 
ure, it is natural that the railroad men should 
meet to endeavor to wring from itsome intelli- 
gible meaning. As they areits object and its 
victims it is but just that they should be allow- 
ed to make an effort to understand it. The 
opening address on the bill will be made at 
this meeting by Senator Brown, who is presi- 
dent of theassociation, A general discussion 
of the provisions and scope of the bill will 
follow.

Mr, Blair asked the presiding officer how it 
was that those veto niessages had been pub- 
lished before being submitted to the senate. 

The presiding officer replied that they had 
been received on Saturday afternoon at an 
hour when it was not convenient vo lay them 
before the senate, but that they were then 
“public property.” | 

The presiding officer presented petitions 
‘from “a large number of Grand Army posts,” 
of Ohio, for the passage of the dependent pen- 
sion bill ever the president's yeto. Laid on 
thetable. 4 

Similar petitions were also presented by sev- 
eral other senators. 

Mr. Whithorne introduced a bill to authorize 
the construction of an arsenal for the manu- 
facture of orduance and ordnance stores for 
the use of the government of the United 
States at Columbia, Tenn. Referred to the 
select committee on ordnance. 

The senate, at 2:40, resumed consideration of 
the river and harbor appropriation bill, the 
question being on the amendment offered by 
Mr. VanWyck on Saturday last to an item of 
$300,000 for improving the Missouri river, and 
which was to the effect that $100,000 should be 
expended at Atchison, Fort Leavenworth, 
Arrow Rock, Omaha, etc. He modified it so 
#6 to direct the expenditure of half the $300,- 
C00 at those points under the direction of the 
secretary of war. 

The amendment as modified was agreed to. 

Mr. Plumb moved to amend the Missouri 
river section so as to place the expenditure of 
the entire appropriation under control of the 
secretary of war. Agreed to. 

The bill was reported to the senate from the 
committee of the whole and was passed with- 
out division. 

Acommittee of conference was asked on 

points of difference between the two houses. 

The senate then, at 4 o’clock, took up the 
bill to incorporate the Maritime Canal com- 
pany of Nicaragua. 

A question as to other companies having char- 
ters from the Republic of Nicaragua, was 
brought up by Mr. Hoar, and in connection 
with it, Mr. Vest mentioned the American At- 
lantic and Pacific ship canal company as ree 
a charter from Nicaragua, and said that he ha 
been informed by the president of the company 
that the company had expended $10,000,000 in 
surveys and work, and that the concession was 
still in full force. He sent to the clerk’s desk 
and had read the opinion of an eminent legal 
firm in New York to the effect that the right 
eonferred upon the company, under the con- 
tract of 1849, survived unimpaired. He knew 
that Admiral Ammen claimed that that con- 
tract was terminated and that 
Mr. Frelinghuysen, when secretary 
of state, made same claim. Hekvew nothing 
about it accept that the president of this com- 

rat (Mr. Blackburn) had been introduced to 
im by a member of the house of representa- 
tives and had been vouched for asa man of 
character and credibility. He held that con- 
gress shuuld rot guarantee an act of incorpora- 
tion when these wirflicting claims -weie 
brought to its attention. 
' Mr. Vest offered an amendment, that the act 
shall have no force or effect until a concession 
shall have been secured from the government 
of Nicaragua and shall have been submitted to 
and approved by congress.

L. Merry, Horace Davis, Edward T. Beale, 
James H. McMullen, Sbeppard Homans and 
their associates, as the Maritime Canal com- 
pany of Nicaragua, with the principal office in 
New York city. The capital stock is to be not 
less than fifty nor more than one hundred 
millions. Ten per cent is to be payable when 
subscriptions to the capita] stock are made, and 
future payments are to be madeas the board of 
directors may determine. The aggregate of 
all charges, dues and towage, isto be reason- 
able and not to exceed $2.50 per ton, the weight 
of the total of all cargo (fuel and supplies in- 
cluded) on board any vessel in transit or not 
exceeding $1.25 per ton actual displacement 
of anv steam vessel, and $1.75 
per ton actual displacement of 
any sailing vessel. The United States is to ex- 
ercise such control over the canal as provided 
for by the treaty with Nicaragua and not in- 
consistent with any treaty obligations of the 
United States with any power, and is to enjoy 
its unobstructed use, at half rates, for troops, 
munitions of war and mails.

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SCHEUTZE’S SCARE. 


A GERMAN EDITOR AND POLITI- 
CIAN’S TESTIMONY. 


The Investigation of the Alleged Texas Outrages-" 
Scheutze Tells Why He Soild His Paper for One 
Hundred Dollars—The Democrats Charge 
Him With Incendiary Speeches, 


WASHINGTON, February 21.—R, P, Hack- 
worth, white, justice of the peac> of Wash-« 
ington county, Texas, was recalled by the 
Texas investigation committee today and 
identified the following note received by him 
through the mail: 

BRENHAM, December 25th.—R. P. Hackworh: 
Sir—You have had plenty iime to get away from 
this county. We know you have been stealing from 
this county for the last two years, and are as mean 
and dangerous @ any of your crowd. We are de- 


‘termined to get rid of you, and if you don’t go, and 


that soon, we will proceed to handle as we think 
best. (Signed) “SECRETARY CITIZENS,” 
Carl Scheutze, white, 41 years of age, one of 
the memorialists, was sworn. Heis personally 
a republican, butfpublished an independent 
German paper at Brenham, and afterwards in 
Galveston. He left Brenham on the 13th of 
last December. Witness was county attorney 
from 1876 to 1880. Witness made only one 
speech during the last campaigu. He refused 
to take part in it because he wished to devote 
himself to his paper. Threats were made 


during the campaign by Judge Kirk 
against Hackworth. They were to 
the effect, that he, Kirk, 


would hold Hackworth to account personally 
for anything he might say duringthe cam- 
paign. Witness wrote in his paper about the 
habit of democratic officials of summoning a 
class of jurors who would not do justice to re- 
publicans. The antipathy to him was due to 
the fact that he had shown up this and other 
objectionable practices to the Germans. He 
charged in his paper thatthe courts of the 
county were run in the interest of the rowdy 
He described some German balls, at 
which American youths with revolvers created 
disturbances, for which the courts afforded no 
redress. Several (ermans, in fact, who affiliat- 
ed with the democrats, busied themselves in 
inciting the people against witness, de- 
claring that he was making a mountain out 
ofa molehill. He read a circular prepared by 
himself, signed by the republican executive 
committee, defending and complimenting him- 
self and bitterly assailing a rival German 
newspaper and the “officer's clique” of the 
eounty. He offered to read other articles from 
his pen, but to save time the committee per- 
mitted him to summarize them for the most 
part. One entitled, “Days of Terror” was read 
atlength. Witness had no written or verbal 
order to leave town, but to every man who 
lived there, it was very evident that witness 
could not remain. e was told by Bryan, a 
democrat, that it Was evident he 
could not live there—that they, the democrats, 
would kill him. Bryan offered to buy out his 
paper to suppress it, offering two or three hun- 
dred dollars. Witness’ price was from $1,500 
to $2,000. Witness knowing his life wasn’t 
worth a nickel. left that night. He returned 
subsecuently, and closed up his business and 
moved his paper to Galveston. When the 
rted; three shots were fired into it 
thrown into a window.

ton county. Witness criticized re»vublican 
ofticials as well as democrats. When Le began 
his exposures he bad no idea that they would 
have apartisan bearing. Witness knew of no 
republican as prominent as himself against 
whom threats had not been made. Witness 
bad been looked upon, whether justly or not 


he couldn't say, as being the 
most influential republican in that 
county. He was looked nponas working up 


the German element, while Hackworth was 
working up the colored element. They, the 
democrats, wanted to get witness away be- 
cause they wanted to control the Germans. 
Witness himself made no claim for himself of 
having great influence among the Germans, 
Witness didn’t like to say anything against the 
national administration. but the reason why 
the present condition of things didn’t exist 
previously was because the marshals and ofli- 
cers were republicans and irregularities were 
vigorously prosecuted. Today, if a republican 
was killed in Washington county, the guilty 
men were not pupished. Witness was a candi- 
date for county judge against Judge Kirk atthe 
last election and was defeated by 552 votes. 
He claimed that 1,108 votes in 
unjustly thrown out. 

Stephen A. Hackworth, one of the memo- 
rialists, was sworn. He is forty-seven years of 
age. He was born in Washington county; is a 
real estate agent; in 1870 he was presiding jus- 
tice of the county; witness, Moore and Schust- 
ze, three memorialists, were the most active 
republican participants in the last county elec- 
ticn. 

In answer to Senator Spooner, witness de- 
ecribed the shooting of the three colored men 
at Chapel bill precinct in 1554. No effort was 
made by the county officials to apprehend the 
perpetrators of the outrage nor wasany reward 
ever offered for them. So far as he kuew, the 
county grand jury never made any investiga- 
tion of the matter. The usual republican ma- 
jority in what was called Washington precinct 
was about 1,200. . About 4 o'clock in the even- 
ing of last election day witness heard that tel- 
egrams to democratic leaders showed the elec- 
tion had gone republican by unusually large 
majorities. A short time afterwards word 
came to witness that Judge Kirk, democratic 
county judge, was trying to provoke a row. 
Went tothe place and found Kirk doing his 
best to provoke a difficnlty with Moore. Kirk, 
witness said, cursed him brutally and 
told him to come down the railroad track 
and he would settle his hash. Witness told 
Kirk it was his duty as county judge to pre- 
serve the peace, and not to provoke a riot. 
Kirk had his hauds in his pocket and witness 
could see the outline of arevolver. Kirk's 
friends were standing around with their hands 
at their pisto] pockets. Kirk had bis bulido- 
zers stationed around so that the moment 
fighting began, the republicans would have 
been killed. Witness and his friends under- 
stocd the game and took the abuse. Kirk had 
everything cut and cried to provoke a rivt. 
Kirk was mad at being beaten. Later in the 
day Kirk and otherdemocrats were in consul- 
tation, and witness became satisfied that 
Kirk intended to organize kuklax and destroy 
the ballot boxes.

Jerbey Crty, N. J., February 2 
Erie railroad docks, in Jersey City, this morn- 
ing, seventy-five of the striking freight hand- 
lers were taken back. They fill the places of 
Italians who struck for higher wages Saturday 
and were discharged on Saturday night. About 
forty of the striking longshoremen, who were 
employed at the Wilson steamships docks, in 
Hoboken, returned this morning to work on 
the old terms. Many others of the strikers 
have applied to the company to be reinstated, 
but the officers have refused to discharge the 


new men to make places vy them. 
Among the number the Er compa- 
ny refused employment today to 


over two hundred. The Delaware and Hudson 
Cana] company, at Weekawken, was besieged 
today hy a large crowd of striking coal hand- 
lers who clamored to be taken back. There 
was also a large crowd of strikers at the coal 
yards of the Delaware, Lackawanna and West- 
ern company in Jersey City who wanted to 
work. They were unable to obtain employ- 
ment. Before the week is out, however, the 
companies expect to receive a few of these 
men. butonly the most desirable of them. 


THE STREET CAR STRIKES. 


Cambridge and Seuth Boston Lines Guarded 
by Policemen. 

Boston, Febiuary 21.—Cambridge railroad 
oflicers, in no way discouraged by the events 
of Sunday, ran inthe firstcar through East 
Cambridge this forenoon without molestation.

strike, as was reported, and all attempts of 
district assembly 49 have failed to get these 
men to quit work or join the coopers union 
or the K nights of Labor. One 
large New York firm bave sent to South Caro- 
lina for colored coopers from their factory there 
to take the places of strikers who are still out. 
The men taken to work again by this firm are 
only those who were forced out by threat. No 
other strikers will be taken baek. In all there 
are only abont 300 men now out, and the trade

In the face of the fact that on 
the Hill system Q stream of 
water has not been obtainable, in case 
of fire for the last twelve months, the ct;

for ten years. Building after building among 
the handsowest in the city, for the wealth and 
aristocracy of Macon reside on the hill, ig sac- 
rificedfito the flames. Had the water pressure 
been suflicient last night, the Holt mansion 
might have been saved, for the hose company 
were there time enough to put it out, had wa- 
ter been available. 

As for the lighting 
mé¢n are not to blame. They 
keep the three feeble gaslights 
burniug in the bridge pretty regularly now. 
One can, by being careful, find his way from 
one end of the structure to the other without 
stumbling if he leave the sidewalks and keep 
in the middle of the carriage track. 

The feeble and flickering lights that smoul- 
der on top of the electric hight towers, one of 
the most stupendous monuments of failure 
of consideration that ever disgraced a 
muDicipality. Thedark and lonely streets, 
with nasty puddleson the treacherous side- 
walks stretch away in impenetrable gloom in 
every,direction. Occasionally an electric light 
will flare up, and the startled traveller is 
blinded for an instant, only to 
have his hope’ extinguished as the 
light begixs to fade, and the blazing carbon 
subsides into a dull, red giow, like the subdued 
light of a half burned corn cob that all the 
winds of “olus could not kindle into flame.

arks. The old building has stood 
there for forty years, one of the princely 
mansious of the old regime. There were three 
of them, the first built here on the hill, the 
second, now, decupied by James Dannenburg, 
and the third on Mu!bery street. Thetwo 
latter are very much like the former in style 
of architecture, being adorned by the same 
tall and massive corinthianScolumns, suppor- 
ting the bigh roof of the broad piazza io front. 

For many years this was regarded as one of 
the finest residences in Macon. It was built 
by a man named Brent. a contractor and buil- 
der, who was murdered in front of his Vine- 
ville home by yankee soldiers in 1865. 
Across the street was another house of exactly 
the seme style, which was burned twenty years 
ago. The grounds around the Holt mansion 
are of magnificent amplitude, filled with costly 
sbade trees and shrubbery of ancient growth, 
as well as rare flowers. The japonicas, are 
especially fine. Last night these _ beauti- 
ful flower beds and curving walks, 
edgcd with dwarf box and _  flower- 
ing shrubs wele trampled uo- 
der foot, and the flowers broken and carried off 
by ruthless invaders. 

Young men, who under ordivary circum- 
stances, would disdain such a deed, might be 
seen swaggering about with sprays of tender 
biossom and half blown japonica buds in their 
hands and stuck in their buttonholes 

Such are the demoralizing influences of a 
fire. Men seem to forget or recklessly d.sreg rd 
the sancity of private rights, and become siy- 
ages while the fiames are roaring, crackling 
and hissing among the highest prized artiel gs 
of furniture and costilest of books and paint- 
in gs. 

Some little furniture was saved, but mostly of 
a valueless character. ‘nose who are gutting 
a burning house will grab up an empty molas- 
8 jug and run with it for dear life the dis- 
tence of haifa biock, leaving valuable pieces 
of china or crockery tothe mercy of the flames 

It was due to the fact that the mansion was 
set back ata distance from the surrounding 
houses that that portion of the city was saved 
from a disastrous burning.

The Murderer of Pope Wooten, in Walker County, 

Ala-The Sudden Death of the Victim's 
Father—The Escape of the Murderer— His 
Arrest in Griffin— Previous Crimes, 


iti 


Grirrin, Ga., February 21.—[Special.}— 
Doubtless the most desperate criminal that 
lives in the south was captured at Lipscomb’s 
camp, on the edge of Griffin, on the Georgia 
Midland railroad last night. A fall account of 
the daring deeds and blondy murders com- 
mitted by this man, if fully written out, would 
read more like fiction than real, This man is 
named Andrew Oates, and his hands have been 
dyed in human blood five times. He does not 
look like a murderer. He is a spare made 
man, about five feet seven inches high, and 
weighs about 140 pounds, and is not over thir- 
ty-three years old. 

DYED IN BLOOD. 

The crime that bas Jed to bis arrest was com- 
mitted Christmas day in Walker county, Ala. 
Andrew Oates was working at Puckett’s camp 
onthe Kansas City railroad. On Christmas 
day a crowd of negroes assembled at a grocery, 
and after taking on a good supply of liquor got 
into a gambling game. After playing for some 
time a dispute arose and pistols were drawn, 
and Andrew Oates succeeded in bringing his 
mantothe ground dead, with a pistol ball 
through his heart. Andrew Oates, Ed Moore, 
George Tools and Jim Troup 
left the place of the shooting and started away. 
In about one hundred yards they met Mr, Pope 
Wooten, who formerly lived at Stone Mountain, 
Ga., who, hearing the firing, had started down 
to see about it, with a pistol in his hand. He 
met these negroes in a narrow path. Andrew 
Oates jerked the pistol from his hand and fired 
at him, the ball going clear through him. The 
other three negroes opened fire also, and Pope 
Wooten was stretched out on the ground with 
four pistol balls through his body. The 
negroes then made their escape. George Toole 
and Jim Troup were soon captured and lodged 
in jail in Walker eounty. Ed Moore, or “Jack 
the Rabbit,” as he is called, was captured 
about two weeks ago in Birmingham, Ala. On 
his person was found aletter from Andrew 
Oates, written from Cartersville, Ga, Mr. 
Til Long, who captured “Jack the Rabbit,” 
came immediately to Cartersville. He resorted 
to several means to come up with Oates, but 
failed to get any clue. Finally he learned 
that Oates had been in Cartersville staying with 
anepgro pamed Allen Orr, but had left. Mr. 
Walker then began working on Orr, and final- 
ly succeeded in getting a letter from Orr, writ- 
ten by Oates from Guiffio. Walker, in com- 
pany with the deputy sheriff of Bartow coun- 
ty, came to Griflin Jast night and went imme- 
diately to Lipscomb’s camp and succeeded in 
bagging Andrew Oates, and brought him to 
town. 

OTHER MURDERS, 

Andrew Oates killed a mau at High Bridge, 
Ky., one at Inman, Tenn., one at Salby, N.C, 
and hada hand in the killing of the negroes 
in the grocery on the Kansas City railroad, in 
Walker county, Ala., and in killing Mr. Pope 
Wooten at the sametime. Mr. Til Long and 
deputy sheriff of Bartow left today with Oates 
for Walker county, securely ironed. Mr. Long 
says that Oates is the last of the four who sie 
wanted for the two murders: that the evidence 
is Suiicient to conyict them, and they will cer- 
tainly suffer the penalty of their foul crime. 
He says that Oates is the most desperate of the 
gang, and that they have had a good deal of 
trouble in effecting his capture. 

Those who are acquainted with the feeling 
in Walker county say that the colored men 
there are fully resolved to lynch Oates immedi- 
ately upon his arrival. The officers declare 
that they will be powerless to protect him. 

A sad incident is connected with the murder 
of young Wooten. His father, Dr. Wooten, 
was a respected merchant of Stone Mountain. 
On the morning of his son’s murder he receiv- 
ed atelegram saying simply ‘Pope Wooten is 
dead.” As he had a brother living in Birming- 
ham, he supposed that it was he who was dead. 
He did not know to the contrary until! he 
reached the home of his brother in that city, 
As soon asthe truth flashed upon him he ex- 
claimed, “my God,’ and fell back dead. 


If MAY HAVE BEEN A SPENT BALL. 


But the Impression is that lt was Fired at 
Close Range. 

MABLETON, Ga, February 21.—[Special |--Mr 
Ed Gann and Jeff Crow were standing talking 
at-the spring near Malone’schurch yesterday. 
There being services at the church, the people 
h ard the crack of agun. Gann threw his 
hand to his-right breast and exclaimed that he 
was shot. On examination it was fonnd that 
a ball had se gars through his clothing, 
entering the flesh, striking a rib and glancing 
out, produced only a flesh wound, which the 
doctor pronounced not dangerous, Loss of 
bleod bas made Gann quite weak and sick. 
They think the shot was dred by some parties 
hunting, and that it wasaspent ball. Other 
suggestions are that Gann had a pistol with 
him, and Crow was handling it, when it acc’- 
dentally discharged producing the above rae- 
sult. Crow reported that Gann’s cloth'ng 
were slightly burned, which it is very evident 
could not have been the case from a spent ball.

Joe W. Graham Caught inthe Cog Wheels 
and Crushed, 

McRAkE, Ga., Febraary 21—[Special.]—Mr. 
Joe W. Graham was killed at Paxson’s siw- 
mill, three miles from here. He was runniag 
the shingles machine at the mill at the time of 
the accident, and by some means his foot and 
leg was caught in the cozwheels of the mi- 
chine, horribly crushing his leg nearly up to 
the knee. Doctors Swinney, Blanton and Hua- 
ter were called in and amputated the limb, but 
the shock was tco great, resulting in deaih at 
haif past 12 o’cleck last night. Mr. Graham 
was formerly from Conyers, Ga., where his 
father and most of his relatives reside. He had 
been with Mr. W. O. Paxson in the sawmill, 
business nearly five years, and was a faithful 
and-efficient employe, and made many frieads 
since he has been in this county. He leaves a 
wife and five childern.

FARM TOPICS.

Sowing Gresses—The Merits of Sawdust as a Fertili- 
zer-Gea Island Cotton—How to Fill a Silo— 
Breeding Fowis—Lime as a Fertilizer— 
Other Advices of Interest to Farmers. 


Sowing Grass. 

Our farmers have been urged very much of 
late to cultivatethe grasses more extensively. 
More grass, more stock, more stock, more m4- 
nure, and more manure means rich farms. Bat 
unless there is an outlet somewhere, some good 
marketable product as the result, the path 
outlined above strikes usas going round and 
round inaacircle. What does the rich farm 
av: il if itonly feeds more stock to make more 
manure. ‘The truth is there is a fallacy in the 
matter. Unless manure is first gotten outside 
of the farm to make the land grow grass, or 
unless food is bought outside of the farm 
to feed steek, the farm will not .get 
rich very fast under the above programme. 
It is too much like a man pulling himself up 
by his pants. If stock could be sold at prices 
which left a good margin of profit, the plan 
would work smoothly enough. But how easy 
to glut the southern markets with beef. Our 
population is too sparse. A good deal more 
butter might be made and sold, if properly 
handled, and all the horses and mules needed 
on southern farms and in southern cities could 
be raised with profit. But this said, about all 
is said that can be by any one except a vision- 
ary optimist. Up to the points just 
suggested, however, we join most 
heartily in urging our farmers to go. Let us 
raise cur own horses and mules, and let us sup- 
ply the scuthern demand for butter. We can 
certainly raise horses aud mules for less money 
than we have to pay for those brought from 
the west. Todo this, nothing wi!l help more 
than good pastures. Sow grass enough for 
this purpose by all means. It will take money 
to make grass, but it takes money also to buy 
mules. We have but one very valuable grass 
that will grow on poor land, towit': bermuda. 
It won’t make fine growth on such land, ’tis 
true, but it won’t die out and perish like most 
cultivated grasses will under like circum- 
stances. There are thousands of thousands of 
acres of waste land in the south which might 
be profitably set in bermuda. It would stop 
the washing away of the soil, it would gradu- 
ally formaturf and fill the soil with mold, 
and thus improve it, and also at the same time 
furnish moderate grazing. 

But bermuda isa summer grass---and win- 
ter grass is also needed. For the latter, the 
soil must be rich, and for the most of them 
moderately stiff. As a rule grasses do not 
thrive on very sandy soils. Do not be deceived 
into the idea that you can grow orchard or 
blue, oat or herds grass on poor land: it cannot 
be done. sut on rich and 
properly prepared clay land they can 
be grown very successfully. Break the land 
well; roll and harrow and repeat until itis in 
finest tilth. Manure heavily, putting manure 
on before rolling and harrowing, sow a plenty 
of seed on freshly harrowed land, and cover 
with roller. There is the whole secret. From 
the present till the last of March, grass may be 
sown to advantage. If you have never tried it, 
follow above directions and put in a little patch 
as an experiment. W. L. J,

R. W. H., Brushy Creek, 8.C., January 31, 1887 
Please state what proportion of acid phosphate and 
cotion seed meal would bring about the best re- 
sults applied on good ordinary land for cotton. 
Some people claim that sawdust would answer in 
place of the meal, or that the acid by itself would 
méke the same yield without any meal. Some 
claim that acid phosphate alone exhausts land 
very much. Your opinion en the whole. 

One of meal to threefof;phosphate has proved 
a good proportion for ordinary land. On rich 
land abounding in humus, acid phosphate 
alone produces good cotton, on poor land it 
does not. Acid phosphate does not exhaust 
land any morethan guano. The only differ- 
ence between itand guano isthat the latter 
ccntains some ammonia. Sawdust has no value 
except todilute concentrated fertilizers, 

J. B. W., Jonesboro, N. C.: Ihave a lotof pine 
Straw and oak leaves thatI want to compost for 
cotton; the Jandis open, sandy land. I can get 
stable manure for one dollar per load, (two horse) 
and would have to haul it one mile. 

I can get potash at seven and one-half cents per 
pound. Whichj had I best use with the strawand 
leaves, the stable manure or the potash, and in 
What proportions? 


Would it be advisable to use commercial fertiliz- 


ers when planting the cotton? 

You do not state what form of potash you 
can get; supposing it to be (from the price of 
it) chloride of potassium, I think it would be 
best to use some of it and some of the manure 
also, One load of manure to five of straw and 
25 pounds of chloride of potash to the six loads 
of the mixture, is suggested, and that amount 
applied to. one acre. A little guano, say 50 
pounds per acre, applied at time of planting, 
would be advantageous. 


C.M. B., Hogansville, Ga : Where can Sea Is!and 
cotion seed be had? Can it be raised successfully 
in Georgia? Will the gins for other cotton do to 
gin it? Isn’t the lint worth more than our com- 
mon cotton ? 

Sea Island cotton seed can be bought in 
Charleston or Savannah, though not probably 
kept in stock by dealers. It grows well near 
the coast and in southern part of state, but 
cannot be grown to advantage in upper Geor- 
gia, and cannot be ginned onasaw gin. The 
lint is worth two to three times as much as that 
of common cotton. 


Subscriber : I have a pond that has been stand- 
ing for about ten years, drawn off last su 
mer; it is filled with muck. I wish to use the 
muck as a fertilizer or make a compost of it, and I 
want to get your advice about it. How would acid 
phosphate do to use with it, and what quantity to 
use, or how would it do to use it just as it stands, 
and what quantity to use to the acre? 

Muck, such as you describe, has some manu- 
rial value, but is not a concentrated fertilizer. 
It would take large applications of it to pro- 
duce decided results, Acid phosphate needs 
something to dilute it, and the muck would 
answer very well for that purpose. Decide 
bow much phosphate you wish to apply to an 
acre, and sdd to itas much muck as ‘you 
are willing to handle. 


J. A. B., Graham, Ala: ist. Please inform me 
if the following is a well balanced manure for corn 
on average upland: 

Two of cow manure toone each of stable ma- 
bure and-cotton seed; have put up 220 bushels and 
acded 1,000 pounds acid phosphate (Patapsco); 
how much should I put tothe acre for corn. The 
cow manure hés been sheltered and never wet. 

“d. Have more cow manure yet; how much acid 
phosphate to put to it for cotton, and how much to 
the acre. , 

1. Yes, the manure you have prepared is a 
good, well balanced one, and ought to produce 
good corn. The 220 bushels with 1,000 pounds 
of phosphate may be applied to ten acres of 
corn. 

2. Cow manure contains less ammonia and 
is slower in acting than horse manure---bence 
can be used in larger quantity. Fifteen to 
twenty bushels of it may be mixed-with 100 
pounds.of acid phosphate, and that quantity 
applied te an acre of cotten on ordinary iand. 


| J, 8. W., Blountsyille, Jones Co., Ga.: I see from 
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experiment No. 5, Georgia Department of Agricult- : 


ure, that pine saw dust and acid phosphate under 
corn give better results than acid phosphate, cot- 
ton seed'and stable manure. Would acid phos 
phate and chip’ manure or woods earth do the 
same, and what proportion? 

The experiments alluded to need verification. 
We are not convinced of the soundness of the 
cove-usion, and would rather risk the phos- 
ph: te with cotton seed and stable manure, than 
that with sawdust. On extremely rich land, 
abounding in humus, the phosphate alone might 
give very excellent results. The sawdust sim- 
ply dilutes the phosphate. It has no manurial 
value. Woods earth and chip manure have 
some, and ought to give better results than saw- 
dust.

There is one thing, however, 
that this vociferous correspondent has over- 
looked, and that is the great change that has 
taken place since the republican party was 
sent to the rear. The reform that the people 
accomplished by placing ademocrat in the 
president’s chair was a very substantial one, 
and it has borne its fruits. The inaugura- 
tion of Mr. Cleveland was the inauguration 
of an honest administration of affairs, and 
the people appreciate the change. There 
were corruption, fraud and extrayagance in 
every republican administration since the 
war, and the wholesomeness of the change 
brought about by the election of a democratic 
president has been felt by all the people— 
including the republican senate.

French and German Generals. 

When one of the Berlin papers called 
Boulanger the second Napoleon it was eager- 
ly caught up and repeated throughout 
Europe.

The French war minister, however, 

has shown himself worthy to be ranked 
among the master minds of the present gen- 
eration. His executive ability is of a very 
high order, and he has a genius for organ- 
ization. ‘To him the credit belongs of rais- 
ing the French army in discipline, numbers, 
material and morale to a rank second to none 
in Europe. 

It is one thing, however, to organize and 
equip a vast military establishment at home, 
and quite another thing to lead armies in 
the field. In the event of a war between 

_the two countries, Germany apparently has 
the advantage over France in possessing a 
greater number of tried and true generals. 
Many of the ablest French generals are 
dead. Mac Mahon still lives, but his peo- 
ple have lost confidence in him. Bazaine is 
in hopeless disgrace. Faidheibe is a helpless 
invalid. The military leaders who remain 
are Boulanger, Nequir and Saussier, men 
who have yet to prove their capacity for 
generalship. The Germans have fared 
better. Most of their successful com- 
mandersin the last war are alive and in 
good condition to take the field, It will 
not do to say that they are too old. Von 
Moltke is verging on the nineties, but no 
one would think of making a point of his 
age. In fact, age does not seem to materially 
impair a man’s efliciency in Europe, when 
he is really great. 

France, then, if she goes to war_.must 
trust her legions to unknown menyeto un- 
tried leaders. Wedonotsay that this in- 
vites defeat. The unexpected sometimes 
happens. Napoleons have burst out of 
obscurity in the past, and they will burst 
out again, Many a raw French recruit, and 
many an officer blushing under his new 
epaulets may need only the opportunity to 
develop first-class military genius. 

The result of the last struggle between 
France and Germany was a surprise to most 
people, and the next trial of strength may 
have a very unlooked for termination.

The Cotton Movement. e 


The New York Financial Chronicle’s cot- 
ton figures for the week ending last Friday 
night show that the total receipts have 
reached 86,582 bales, against 108,257 bales 
last week, 130,753 bales the previous week, 
and 132,531 bales three weeks since; making 
the total receipts since the 1st of September, 
1886, 4,681,221 bales, against 4,443,980 bales 
for the same period of 1885-86, showing an 
increase since September 1, 1886, of 236,241 
bales, 

The exports for the same period reach a 
total of 101,878 bales, of which 70,639 were 
to Great Britain, 7,945 to France and 23,294 
to the rest of the continent. The imports 
into Continental ports have beep 80,000 
bales. 

There was an increase Friday night in the 
cotton in sight of 152,789 bales as compared 
with the same date of 1886, an increase of 
277,074 bales as compared with the corres- 
ponding date of 1885 and a decrease of 168,- 
966 bales as compared with 1884, 

The old interior stocks have decreased 
during the week 10,259 bales and Friday 
night were 129,496 bales less than at the 
same period last year. The receipts at the 
same towns have been 2,863 bales more than 
the same week last year, and since Septem- 
ber 1 the receipts at all the towns are 76,944 
bales more than for the same time in 
T&85-86. 

The total receipts from the plantations 
since September 1, 1886, were 4,954,527 
bales; in 1885-86 were 4,876,300 bales; im 
1884-85 were 4,556,738 bales. Although the 
receipts at the outports the past week were 
86,582 bales, the actual movement from 
plantations was only 75,150 bales, the bal- 
ance being taken from the stocks at the 
interior towns. Last year the receipts from 
the plantations for the same week were 96,- 
578 bales and for 1885 they were 32,510 
bales, 

The increase in amount in sight Friday 
night, as compared with last year, is 132,248 
bales, the increase as compared with 1884-85 
is 588,531 bales, and the increase over 
1883-84 is 668,051 bales. 

The Chronicle says that the speculation in 
cotton for future delivery for the week un- 
der review has been rather sluggish at New 
York, and prices have made comparatively 
unimportant fluctuations. The movement 
of the crop was irregular—smaller at the 
southern ports, but larger at the river towns 
and some of the northern ports, exciting in- 
finences that were somewhat conflicting. 
European advices, which were quite peaceful 
early in the week, again assumed a warlike 
aspect; and the situation came to be regarded 
as involving so many uncertainties that all 
classes of operatives became very cautious. 
Friday there was an early advance of 4a5 
points on reduced receipts at interior towns 
and the rather better reports from Liverpool, 
but the demand fell off and the advance was 
not sustained. Cotton on the spot was 
quiet and unchanged, and the close is nearly 
nominal at 9}c. for middling uplands. 

The total sales for forward delivery for the 
week are 267,700 bales. For immediate de- 
livery the total sales foot up this week 1,306 
bales, including--for export, 1,206 for con- 
sumption, 100 for speculation and—in 
transit. 

With respect to the Indian cotton move- 
ment, Bombay appears to show no change 
compared with last year in the week’s re- 
ceipts and an increase in shipments of 12,000 
bales, and the shipments since Jaauaty 1 
show an increase of 35,000 bales. The 
movement from the ports other than Bom- 
bay is 5,000 bales more than same week last 
year. The following from the cotton report 
of the Bombay company (limited) may be of 
interest to our readers: 

Receipts continue on a large scale, and are about 
35,000 bales in excets of the corresponding period 
last year. Stocks, both of Comrawuttee and 
Bengals, are now accumulating. The quality of 
the late Comrawuttee arrivals is, on the whole, 
satisfactory, although dark leaf is apparent. the 
result of the late rains. The question of what the 
probable exports to Europe will be for the current 
six months has been canvassed here pretty freely 
of late, and the general opinion seems to favor a 
million bales or thereabouts. Itis early yet to 
hazard any estimate that can be relied upon as be- 
ing fairly approximate; as too much depends upon 
the outturn of the Dhollerah crop, which in its 
turn depends so much upon the weather during the 
nextsix weeks. Hitherto the weatherin the Kat- 
tiawar peninsular has been unsettled; and not al- 
together satisfactory, and the natives toa man 
shake their heads, saying the Dohlerah crop will 
be smaller than last year. If this be so, and look- 
ing to the increased local consumption, we fail to 
see how the exports to Europe can reach a million, 
unless, under the stimulating influence of a ‘‘boom’”’ 
in Europe and American, and we ourselves are in- 


clined to think that the exports are rather over than 
under estimated at a million. 


THE Charleston News and Courier is still in 
favor of giving cotton manufactories a bonus in 
the shape of tax exemptions. This is a species 
of protection that falls heavily ona few citi- 
zens, but it is protection all the same,

The once beautiful empress has survived hee 
greatness, outlived her fame. Living in obscurity, 
deserted by all save a few of her worshippers who 
flattered and feted her in the glory of her prosperi- 
ty; brooding over the triumphant past; thnddering 
at the thought of the desolate present,and dreading 
the uncertain future,this woman,once the idol and 
ruler of France, now lives in the barren present of 
a blasted past, with none so poor as to do her rever- 
ence.

Not long since I was yisiting one of the towns in 
upper South Carolina. I and a friend were taking 
an afternoon stroll into theadjoiningcountry. We 
had proceeded some distance and were passing 
through a dense wood, when suddenly my compan- 
ion stopped and nervously inquired: ‘What's 
that?’’ 

I came to a halt and listened. A wierd, mourn- 
ful sound floated through the trees and reached 
our ears. It seemed to come only a short distance; 
appeared to emanate from the copse on the other 
side of the road. Wecrossed over and followed, 
bent upon investigating what it was. We had 
scarcely gained the opposite thicket when we 
encroached unexpectedly into one of those country 
burial grounds which are to be found near every 
bamletin South Carolina. 

It was a strange picture that met our sight, and 
one that belonged more to heathen lands than to 
our Own civilized country. There, around a new- 
ly-made grave, about twenty-five negroes were col- 
lected. They all held hands and were slowly 
moving to and fro, while they wailed forth dirges, 
and at intervals would ejaculate wild, incoherent 
words, In the midst of the circle, at the head of 
the grave, an old woman sat who rocked back- 
ward and forward, her eyes rolled wildly, and she 
moved in a mechanical way. This was the widow 
of the deceased, and it was her required part in 
the ceremony to loudly moan at appointed inter- 
vals during the singing. Something in this way 
their hymn sounded, as nearly as I could catch the 
words: 

‘* De white horse he rode, 

Wid de sickle in he hand, 

And slew down our brudder 

From among our earthly band. 

A moan ! Sister, moan ! "’ 
And here the widow would rejntroduce her 
heathenish incantations. These were kept up for 
some time, when suddenly they ceased and the 
negroes prostrated themselves upon the ground, 
while the minister, a tall, very dark negro, stood 
and offered up a prayer. After the “amen” 
was uttered they rose, and two of 
the number took from a basket near some 
articles with which they decorated the grave, asif 
they were placing upon the tomb floral offerings. 
They then slowly formed in procession and silently 
marched out of the enclosure. My friend and I, 
curious to decide what the peculiar mode of grave 
decoration “was, proceeded to the spot where an 
old man was shouldering his spade to quit the 
place. . 
“Why, old man,’’ said I,,‘‘what are those things 
they have left on the graye? Bottles, shoes, a jug! 
Why, what does it all mean?” 

“Well, boss,”’ said the ebony grave-digger, with 
an air of importance, ‘you see, we puts de articles

One mound was almost beat to the 
ground with age, and on it rested in dilapidation 
an old hat and the remnants of a banjo, also a clay 
pipe and a coon skin. Near by them was the grave 
of a blacksmith, with the implements of his craft 
wedged in the ground, and rusty horse shoes form- 
ed a circle around the mound,

ANDTHEY AREIN FAVOROFCRUSH- 
ING OUr IRELAND, 


Mir. Chamberlain Kicks a Little, But is Finally Cowed 
into Submiesion--Coercion’ to be Called 
For--Gladstone Speaks in the Commons 
--He is Followed by Mr. Parneil. 


LonpoN, February 21.—A conference of the 
conservative party was held today at the far- 
eign office. The conference was largely at- 
tended by members of both the house of com- 
mons aud the house of lords. The meeting 
Jasted half an hour. The marquis of Salisbury 
reached the conference promptly, accompanied 
by Mr. Goschen. Both were cheered heartily 


when they entered. 

The premier in his address to the conference 
referred teelingly to the late earl of Iddesleigh 
and the loss the government incurred by rea- 
son of bis death. The marquis also dwelt on 
the secession frem the government of Lord 
Randolph Churchill, which the speaker de- 
scribed as ‘a considerable loss to the party.” 
Mr. Goschen’s acceptance of office under the 
present governmeut, Lord Salisbury suid, has 
girengthened the conservative party. 

“After marking time fora month,” con- 
tinued the marquis, “we have arrived at a se- 
rious business.’ He then said he hoped the 
government would be able, by reforming the 
rules of proceedure, to restore to the house of 
commons its capacity for work and its reputa- 
tion for courtesy. After which,” he added, 
we shall be able to deal with the question of 
jocal government in Ireland, and with other 
measures.” {Loud cheers. | : 

“J hope,’ he said, “the present law will be 
sufficient to enable the authorities to cope suc- 
cessfully with disorder in Ireland. In any 
case, all bills will be postponed until after the 
conclusion of proceedings for the reform of 
proceedure, rules and action on the estimates. 
‘The government expects to present the budget 
duringthe first week in April.” 

The marquis predicted a long lease of oflive 
for the conservatives. Several members urged 
that the government introduce in parliament a 
local government bill for England, Scotland 
and Wales, the provisions of which should be 
extended to Ireland. 

Edwin DeLisle, conservative member for 
Middle Leicestershire, spoke, saying that asa 
Roman Catholic conservative he denounced 
the conduct of Archbishop Croke, of Cashel, 
Ireland, in openly encouraging the conduct of 
the Irish National league, and said he would 
like to have the archbishop tried for this con- 
duct by a jury of Eng'ish Catholics in London. 

This statement provoked great enthusiasm 
in the conference. 

Lord Salisbury, in his official report to the 
conference, referring to Ireland, said they were 
told that they ought to proclaim the national 
league. It was perfectly open to him te assent 
to the issue of such a procamation, but unless 
the government had the law to enforce it, the 
proclamation would be perfectly ineffective. 
When the Gladstone government proclaimed 
the land league, the habeas corpus act was 
suspended, and the government had 
power to imprison any one disobey :ng 
itscommands. The present government had 
no such power. It must act within the law of 
the united kingdom, and at present there was 
noefficient instrument with which to deal 
with the veiled rebellion Their first Irish 
business would be to strengthen the present law 
The state of Ireland was ceriainly serious, and 
itwas alsonovel. There the rebellion was 
carried out by means of systematized 
frauds, recommended by the high- 
est rel'givus teachers of the 
pecple. In such a state of things they must be 
prepared to apply remedics suitable to the 
present times. 

Major Saunderson expre3%sed on behalf of 
the leyalist of Ireland, unbounded confidence 
in the prime minister. He urged that as soon 
as the question of the procedure rules was 
disposed of the government deal, with the 
tirmest hand, with the Irish malcoatents. 

Other members spoke to the same effect. 

The temper of the conservative conference 
‘was distinctly in favor of Irish repression, and 
this was unappeased by Lord Salisbury’s prom- 
ise that as soon as the new procedure rales 
were adopted coercion would follow. Tae 
leading argument of others was 
that the adoption of the proceedure 
rules was the first step toward putting a stop 
to Irish obstructive tactics in parliament, aud 
strengthening the action of the executive in 
Ireland. Chamberlain and others, who are op- 
posed tothe cloture proposals, threatened to 
revolt, but were cowed by Lord Salisbury’s de- 
claration that the ministry would resign unless 
the conservative party continued solid. A vote 
of the conference resulted in its absolute subor- 
dination to the leaders. 


THE NEW RULES. 


The British Parliament Discusses the Pro- 
cedure Resolutions. 


LonpDoN, February 21.—In the house of com- 
mons this evening W. H. Smith, first lord of 
the treasury, moved the first of the proceedure 
resolutions, appealed to the house to maintain 
the dignity of parliament and to vindicate the 
authority of its own proceedings. The new 
Tules, he said, would make the authority of 
either absolute. He believed that the house 
had full confidence in the discretion and judg- 
ment of the speaker. In the jadicial position 
which he occupied he would safely guard the 
interests of minorities and preserve the rights 
of majorities. Unless the first resolution, con- 
ferring upon the speaker the power of cloture, 
was passed it would be impossible to obtain re- 
forms. The speaker had at present only pow- 
er of experessing an opinion as to the time the 
debate should terminate. What the govern- 
ment now proposed was that when any mem- 
ber moved cloture, the speaker should be em- 
powered totake a vote of the house. The 
appointment of standing committees to 
deal with special business and 
the conferring of increased 
power upon the speaker with reference to 
questions of adjournment, were also among the 
proposed reforms, 

Mr. Gladstone said the matter of proceedure 
reforms should not be treated as a party ques- 
tion, He doubted the wisdom of placing the 
subject of proceedure in the van of all other 
business. He doubted also whether the house 
would get through with the proceedure rules 
Without modifying the speaker’s recent ruling 
that no subject could be discussed if there was 
notice 8 on paper of a motion 
Telating to the subject. [Irish cheers.] It was 
idje to expect to assist the progress of business 
by means of merely penal restriction. The 
proposal of the government practically amount: 
edto nothing. Mr. Smith had failed to ex- 
Plain the delicate and difficult function assigaed 
to the speaker under the first rule. Upon what 
Prineiple was the speaker to proceed in giving 
or withholding his consent to the cloture? 

In reply to Mr. Parnell, the speaker said that 
members who spoke onthe general character 
of rules would not be entitled afterward to 
move amendments. 

T. P. O’Connor, thereupon, moved to adjourn 
and debate ensued as to how to discuss the 
Whole subject without the speaker’s forfeiting 

€ right to move amendments. 

Upon the suggestion of Mr. Smith it was 
agreed that speakers on the main question 
should not be debarred from proposing amend- 
ments. 

Mr. Parnell, resuming debate, contended that 

€ new rules proposed would not facilitate the 

hsaction of business, but would produce irri- 

ation and exasperation. Soon the conserva- 

tives would bitterly regret having introduced 
eir present proposal.

THE NATIONAL DEFENSE. 


The House Military Committee Completes 
: Its Bull, 

WASHINGTON, February 21.--The house com- 
mittee on military affairs today completed its 
bill to provide for the national defense and it 
will be presented to the house as svon as the 
report can be prepared. 

It appropriates $2,500,000 for the purchase of 
rough finished forgings for steel rifled, high 
power guns for the coast defense, of cight, ten 
and twelve-inch calibre; $680,000 for the erec- 
tion and equipment ofa factory for finishing 
the aforesaid heavy guns; $500,000 for the con- 
struction of twelve-inch rifled mortars; $600,- 
0CO for torpedo boats, torpedoes and submarine 
mines; $250,000 for gun carriages; $250,000 for 
breech-loading steel field guns and their equip- 
ment. An advisory board to have supervision 
over the disbursement of those amounts, is 
created, of which the lieutenant general of 
the army is ex-officio president. This bill 
was prepared by Chairman Bragg; and is ac- 
ceptable to all members of the committee, al- 
though from the discussion which followed 
its resentation, it offred that several 
members favored more liberal appropriation 
than iscarried by the bill. Thespeaker will be 
consu'ted by members of the committee as to 
best methods of getting the bill before the 
house, but it is believed that a chance to se- 
cure action can be found only in the last six 
suspension days; when a two thirds vote will 
be necessary.

Sev- 
eral gentlemen added their names as members 
of the association. 

Mr. W. W. Boyd, of E. Van Winkle & Co., 
eaid: “We want to go into that.

Dr. Pinson, of Pinson & Dozier, said: “ Pat 
us down for five hundred dollars, It is a move 
in the right direction.”

Mr. E. E. Rawson notified ths meeting that 
while he did not care to sign for five hund el 
dollars, which would involve a cont act of 
several years, he heurtily approved of the 
objects of the association, and woull trike 
pleasure in donating one hundrd dollars. 
This was received with a vote of thanks. 

Mr.S. M. Inman Stated that he though®* it 
importantto raise the membership to one 
hundred, which would give a capital of $ 59,090, 
and puttbe association beyond any poss dle 
emirgcncy. Only $52,000 was rai:ed in the 
city for the cotton exposition, and a capital of 
250,000 dellars would be ample to mike a 
grand and successful fair. The members preseat 
plcdged themselves to work to raise the mem- 
ber-hip to one hundred subscribers, and then 
adjourned subject to the call of the chairman 


Before the City Councll. 

At half: past three o'clock the committee for 
the exposition company went before the city 
ecunci!l. Onmotion of Alderman Collier the 
rulcs were suspended to hear what the commit- 
tee had to say. 

Mr. Grady said: “Two meetings ago the 
ci'y council, by a vote of eleven to two, offered 
toereet buildings, at a cost not exceeding 
$0,600, on the groundsof the Driving Park 
arcociation, and tendered them to the State 
Agiiculural society as a permanent home for 
the state fair. This proposition was rejected 
by the State Agricultural society, Atthe next 
mecting the city council, by a vote of ten to 
three, resolved to extend the same proposition if 
tre State Agricultural society would hold a fair 
in Atlanta every alternate year.. This propo- 
sition was rejected. The people, being anxious 
to have an annual fair in Atlanta anyhow, or- 
ganized the Piedmont Fair association, which 
now comes before the council and offers to take 
the place of the State Agricultural society, and 
give the city an annual fair, and if tse council 
will erect suitable buildings at a cost not to 
exceed $15,000, which is five thousand dollars 
less than was offered to the state society. I do 
not think it necessary to press this offer on the 
council. I will say one word for the Pied- 
mont Fair association. It is n>t a close corpo- 
ration. It3 subscription lists are open to 
any man who wants to join. Its projec- 
tors are earnestly soliciting subscribers, and 
if five hundred men will agree to comein, all 
the better. There is not a subscriber who will 
not give fifty dollars to any man to assume the 
responsibility of his subscription. It is not a 
money making organization. The men who 
have subscribed, and who will subscribe, do so 
simply that Atlanta may organize a fair which 
will fully display the resources of the Pied- 
mont section of this country, and attract emi- 
grants and capital hereto. It is agreed that no 
event in the history of Atlanta did more to ad- 
vance and prosper the city than the cotton ex- 
position. In the six years succeeding that ex- 
position, though they were years of universal 
depression, Atlanta has doubled her manufact- 
uring interests,doubled the number of employes, 
doubled the amount of wages paid and doubled 
the capital employed. This splendid record is 
the result of the object lesson of the cotton 
exposition and the attention drawn to this sec- 
tion thereby. The Piedmont Fair axsociation 
is in the hands of the men who made that ex- 
position. With better auspices, larger resour- 
ces, @ greater city, a better scheme and strong- 
er backing, they are confident that they can 
make the annual fair of the Piedmont associa- 
ticn equal to or superior to the cotton exposi- 
tion. Ifthe council can see its way clear to 
co-operate with us in this matter we shall have 
a fair in Atlanta this fal]. As the time for 
prepaiaiion is short, I respectfully urge 
that the matter be disposed of at this meetiug 
of the council if possible.” 

I-x-Mayor English then said that Mr. Grady 
had covered the ground and he felt that there 
was little else to say. ‘‘The exposition had done 
Atlanta more good than any event in its his. 
tory. Visitors here were universally surprised 
to see what a great and prosperous city we had 
built. As mayor of the city I remember that 
tere was but one criticism, ‘Your city is snu- 
yerb, but your streets are awful.’ Since then 
o rstreets have been made superb also, the city 
h:s almost doubled, and what astonished visi- 
tors then will amaze them now. The men who 
have charge of the Piedmont Fair assaciation 
have never yet scored a failure. If the council 
will help they will give Atlanta a series of fairs 
thet will prove to it as great blessings as the 
cotton exposition did, and will advertise the 
wonderful resources of the Piedmont region ia 
the south. 

Alderman Collier then offered the following 
r_solution : 

Rcsoived that the finance committee be entrus- 
ted ‘o seli six hundred shares of the city’sstock in 
the Atlanta gaslight company, or as much as 
may be necessary to raise the sum of $15,000, for the 
purpose of erecting suitable buildings on the 
grounds of the Gentlemen’s Driving Park associa- 
tion, in which to hold annual fairs under the aspi- 
ces of the Piedmont fairassociation. Said build- 
ing to remain the property of the city, but 
to be keptir repair and adequately insured by said 
Piedmentf: r asscciation, 

Councilman Bell called for theayes and nays. 

Ccuncilman Angier said that he had voted 
for a sale of part of the gas stock to secare the 
techrological school. He would vote to sell 
additional stock for the Piedmont Fair as3ocia- 
tion with greater pleasure, because he believed 
it to bea more important move, and one that 
promised more to Atlanta and to Georgia. 

The call of the rell was made with the fol- 
lowing result:

CITY LAWMAKERS. 


THE GENERAL COUNCIL YESTER- 
DAY AFTERNOON. 
nl 
Ordinances Authorizing Belgian Blocks on Loyd, For- 
syth and Smith Streots Introduced and Car- 
ried—An Amendment to the City Charter 
Atked For—Whisky High License. 


The general council convened in regular ses- 
sion yesterday afternoon, and the members 
succeeded in worrying away six hours of life 
before leaving the building. The session was 
one of life and an abundance of business was 
transacted. Several thousand” dollars were 
voted away for street work. The Piedmont 
fair was given a boom and the prohibition 
question was handled. 

“T bave here, may it please your honor, an 
ordinance authorizing the paving of Forsyt} 
street from Alabama to Marietta,” said Mr. 
Tanner, of the first ward, while the body was 
working under the head of reports of com- 
mittees, ‘‘what shall I do with it?” 

“Tet the clerk read the ordinance,” 
Mayor Cooper. 

The ordinance was passed to the clerk , who 
read it. Accompanying the ordinauce was the 
usual petition and the estimate of cost made 
by the city engineer. The estimate 
showed that the total frontage was 8126 feet, 
and that while only 251 feet were required, 
320 feet had been signed. The 
total cost was put down 

at $1,444, of which the city was charged with 
$1 481. ‘thes the 

ORDINANCE HAD. BREEN. READ 
the first time it was placed upon its second 
reading, and then passed by a unanimous 
vote. 

“Now,” said Mr. Tamner, again securing the 
floor, “I have another ordinance directing a 
like Ww ork on Smith street, from McDaniel 
‘treet cut.’ 

‘The ordinance was passed to the clerk, who 
read it. The papers showed that the frontage 
to be worked amounted to 2,310 feet, and that 
of the 1,011 feet signed only 770 feet were nec- 
essay. The the total cost assessessed was 
$3,500, of which the city was to assume only 
$1,166.00, 

“I can’t see the necessity of that work just 
now,” remarked Mr. Gramling. ‘The street is 
some distance out, and there are more central- 
ly located ones that need the work.” 

“Why that strect is oneofthe most promi- 
nent streets in the city.”’ said Mr. Mitchell. “It 
leads out to the ast Tennessee shops, 
and is now in a_ very bad _ condition. 
In fact, it is almost impossible to get 
through it. Itaiso leads to the new glass fac- 
tory. and I think that it is necessary that the 
work should be done. 

AN OBJECTION RAISED, 

“T would like to see the work done,” said 
Mr. Gramling, “as I said before, but there are 
other streets which need it worse. There is 
Marietta street and others of more importance 
than Smith.” 

“Mr. Gramlipg, I think, is right when he 
savs there are many streets which need work,” 
said Mr. Mitehell, “and in that number is 
Smith street. Thatstreet needs it as much as 
any street in the city. The peoplelfiving on it 
want it, as is shown by the many signatures to 
tke papers, and I am for helping them 
through.” 

“I don’t think,” said Mr. Roy, “that Mr. 
Gramling fully understinds the _ sit- 
nation. If there is a street in the 
city in a worse condition than Smith street | 
would like tosee it. Mr. Mitchell is right in 
saying that the street ought to be improved.” 

“Well, my opinion is different from both Mr. 
Roy and Mr. Mitchell,” said Mr. Cellier. “I 
think,as Mr. Gramling does, that we should be- 
gin near the center of the city and improve the 
streets outwards. We haven't the money nec- 
essary to do all the work that may be asked of 
us this year. I have had the engineer make 
me an estimate of

that should be done in the heart of the city, 
and it will take all the money given to streets 
almost to do it. For instance, there is 
Wall street, right here in the heart 
of the city. Why, it is a dis- 
grace and should be improved. ‘Then there is 
Loyd street and there isthe weather end of 
Whitehall, and there is Ivy street. all of which 
need work. I should be glad to see Smith 
street and other streets too improved, but we 
can’t do it yet. I think weshould spend this 
money where it would dothe most good for 
the most people.” 

am sorry to the Op- 
position to this ordinance,”’ 
said Mr. Angier. “There is now quite a bad 
feeling between the two sections of the 
city. (nly at this meeting you -have 
given $11,000 for sewers in north 
Atlanta and now want to refuse to 
give $1,100 to south Atlanta. Last year West 
Peachtree alone got $40,000 to $50,000 for sew- 
ers and paving, and now you want to refuse 
cur side, south Atlanta, $1,100 for Smith street.

WHAT MR. MITCHELL WANTS. 

“In answer to Mr. Collier I should like to 
say,’ said Mr. Mitchell, ‘‘that I want to spend 
the money where it will do the greatest amount 
of good. Out towards the East Tennessee shops 
we bave a regular town by itself almost and 
Smith street is the direct routetoit. Ifthe 
work is done it will certainly do good to a 
large number. This work is due our side of 
town. Crew street, where there are not half 
the people, has been improved, why not im- 
prove Smith, now that we have the money? 

“I would like to state,’ said Mr’ Rice, 
‘that I have recently been over Smith 
street, and I know that itis bad. The mud is 
sothick and deep that a buggy can hardly 
get through it.”

“They shall have full power and authority to 
regulate the retail of ardent spirits within the  cor- 
porate limits of said city, and at their discretion to 
issue license to retail, or to withhold the same and 
to fix the price to be ‘paid for license at any sum 
they may think proper, not less than two thousand 
doliars per annum.
